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COVER PICTURE 

Our cover page this issue is graced 
with the beautiful church building in 
Charleston, S. C., located on King and 
Sumpter streets, in one of the most 
important sections of the city. The 
building has a full basement, with 
nine Sunday School rooms. The audi- 
torium has an elevated rostrum, with 
a baptismal pool in the background. 
The church building, not considering 
the great value of the property it 
stands on, is worth $50,000. The mem- 
bership has grown from eighty-nine, 
when I was first appointed as pas- 
tor, to 260. We have a daily radio 
broadcast over WPAL, 730 kc., which 
covers a part of several states and 
some islands in the Atlantic. 

We have also built a new parsonage 
in the northwest new development, 
ten blocks from the church. It is brick 
veneered, with eight rooms, hardwood 
floors, two baths finished with tile, 
and is plastered throughout. It is 
easily worth $16,000. These accom- 
plishments show how wonderfully the 
people have cooperated with me and 
how specially the Lord’s blessings 
have been upon our efforts.

WHITE HOUSE EMPLOYS STAFF OF 28 SERVANTS 

WASHINGTON President Truman now has a 
staff of 28 servants and domestics looking after the wants 
of the First Family in the White House. 

The White House chief usher tells Congress that’s in 
addition to 32 employees who look after the mechanical 
and maintenance end of things. 

The domestic help consists of six cooks, five butlers, four 
doormen, five housemen, five maids, the housekeeper, a 
messenger and a maitre d’hotel. 

The President’s budget calls for an appropriation of 
$266,000 to pay the First Family’s housekeeping bills in 
the coming year. 


AGAINST LIQUOR ADVERTISING 

In launching a protest campaign against Life, Time, 
Fortune, and their Editor-in-Chief, Henry R. Luce, for 
their liquor advertisements sponsored by the National 

emperance and Prohibition Council, Dr. R. H. Martin, of 

ittsburgh, Pa., Chairman of the Council’s Committee 
Against Liquor Advertising, charges that “the facilities 
of these magazines have been turned over to the liquor 
industry to be used as the spearhead of a colossal advertis- 
ing campaign to glamorize and popularize the use of 
alcoholic beverages.” 

“In 1948,” Dr. Martin asserts, “these magazines con- 
tained 898 pages of liquor ads, which brought them a 
revenue of approximately $12,712,000. Their combined cir- 
culation was 7,145,158. Life alone, with a circulation of 
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5,298,338 claimed an audience, or readership in 1947, of 
26,000,000 in 14,950,000 homes—36 per cent of the homes of 
the nation. 

“In turning over to the big distillers and brewers the 
facilities of their magazines to carry this liquor propa- 
ganda into 15 to 18 million American homes, Mr. Luce and 
his associates have become the most powerful ally of the 
liquor interests in their campaign to increase the sale and 
consumption of alcoholic liquors.” 





AND AREN’T WE THANKFUL? 

Recently, the United Press reported from Washington 
that American Communists publicly admitted that their 
membership is declining and their party organization 
is badly shaken. It was admitted that registered party 
members probably do not exceed 47,000 this year. This re- 
port was given during the New York meeting of the Na- 
tional Committee of the Communist Party, U. S. A. The 
Communists in general admit that they are off in total 
membership this year 15 per cent from their 1949 strength. 
It was stated, however, that this decline has been a con- 
tinued process since 1945. Surely, one could not possibly 
be wrong in saying, “Thank God for their decline,” and, 
at the same time, pray earnestly that Communism as 
an evil force, and all it stands for, will eventually be 
abolished. As Christians, there is naturally another phase 
to our prayer that is just as earnest, and that is that 
the souls of the Communists will be saved; after all, 
herein resides the greatest hope of ridding the world 
of Communism. 

In this connection, I am reminded of statements by 
Representative Walter H. Judd, of Minnesota, to a group 
of four thousand Presbyterian laymen from seventeen 
Southern States. Judd, a former Congregationalist mis- 
sionary to China, said, “Three world organizations are 
at work today: the United Nations, the Communist Party, 
and the Christian Church. The United Nations is faltering 
because it is trying to work under two sets of principals: 
one for the big five, and the other for the other thirty- 
five countries. Russia has its own world organization well 
organized, disciplined, and fanatical. They are working 
under one set of rules toward one goal, and at the same 
time she sits in the United Nations and is in position to 
thwart efforts toward world unity. ‘The Christian Church 
alone can defeat the threat of Communism. On it I pin 
my hopes. In it I place my trust.” 


A NATION-WIDE SURVEY 

The Citizens Committee of Massachusetts, Inc., recently 
made a nation-wide survey. It found that Americans spend 
$6,800,000,000 to $21,500,000,000 annually betting on races, 
sports and number pools and slot machines. “Off-the- 
track betting” on horses and dogs is estimated at $3,000,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000,000. In comparison, housing expendi- 
tures are put at $15,900,000,000, medical care at $8,400,000,- 
000, religious and welfare activities at $1,600,000,000, and 
private education and research at $1,150,000,000. 

The last two items here are those that really call for 
alarm, especially since they are the only ones that are 
really worthy of investment. Yet less is spent on them. 
A still further thing of alarm is the absolute fact that 
thousands of those who are misspending these millions are 
professed Christians and church members; and in the 
light of this fact, one’s mind naturally runs to Rev. 3:20,

England is drifting 
and drifting away from God, but I 
believe God will raise one up to turn 
the hearts of the people back to Him 
before His second advent.

“Enthusiasm—active interest for 
God.” Amos 6:1, “Woe to them that 
are at ease in Zion.” This simply 
means woe to all that are not zealous 
for God’s cause. “Zeal is the fire of 
love, active for duty, burning as it 
flies.”—Williams. I think it is the fire 
of our first love. If the first love is 
gone, our zeal is gone also. The 
“devil’s dictionary” says that zeal is 
a certain nervous disorder afflicting 
the young and inexperienced. Well, 
probably the devil told Timothy this, 
and it may have cooled him off some- 
what, for Paul (old and well-experi- 
enced) told him to stir up the gift 
of God in him; yes, fan it to a flame. 
This dictionary says also, “Zeal is a 
passion before a sprawl.” But this is 
wrong; zeal is sure protection from a 
sprawl. Our Saviour had this passion 
to give us eternal life. Isa. 59:17,“... 
and was clad with zeal as a cloak.” 
He was not only clad with zeal; he 
ate zeal. John 4:34, “My meat is to do 
the will of him that sent me.” It is de- 
plorable, the many people that have 
cooled off, thinking they are settled 
and established, not realizing they are 
stuck in the mud of indifference. 
They need a wrecker to lay hold on 
them and yank them back on the 
highway of old-fashioned holiness 
and refill them with the first love. 


Someone said, “Zeal is fit only for 
wise men, but is found mostly in 
fools.” I think the great apostle Paul 
was one of the wisest of wise men, 
and he had such zealous spells some 
would think he was mad. Oh, I know 
some few have more zeal than knowl- 
edge, but they are in the minority. 
I had rather have a few act a little 
fanatic than for all to act like a 
funeral was on. 

I went to a place not long ago to 
hear a preacher with a big name. 
Well, of all the dead (twice dead) 
places I’ve ever been, that was it. 
There was a clock ticking in the 
church that worried me; I kept wish- 
ing the preacher would get up enough 
steam to drown out the clock, but it 
never happened. Woe to them that 
are at ease; woe to those that have 
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settled on their lees; woe to them 
that have no burden; woe to them 
that are not all grieved for lost and 
dying souls. Jer. 48:10, “Cursed be he 
that doeth the work of the Lord de- 
ceitfully.” The margin says, “Negli- 
gently.” Whatsoever God _ requires 
should be diligently (zealously) done, 
otherwise His wrath shall be upon us 
(read Ezra 7:23). Without zeal we do 
not please God. 

Prov. 27:17, “Iron sharpeneth iron; 
so a (zealous) man sharpeneth the 
countenance of his friend.” A zealous 
sermon will stir and stimulate a real 
child of God. A child of God can’t 
live and thrive on any other kind. 
I heard that Abe Lincoln said he 
liked to see a preacher preach like he 
was fighting bees. 

“My speech and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power,” 1 Cor. 2:4. I 
heard of a white man trying to curb 
an Indian’s zeal, and the Indian said, 
“It’s better for the pot to boil over 
than not to boil at all.” Micah 7:3, 
“That they (the wicked) may do evil 
with both hands earnestly .... ’’ Note, 
they do evil with both hands 
earnestly. It’s sad to see many 
professed Christians who only do 
good with one hand—carelessly.

I’m for more culture and education, 
but we’ll make more progress with 
zeal (our first love) than we will on 
culture and education alone.

ow stationed at St. Thomas, 
rgin Islands.

Greetings in Jesus’ name 
from the church here in 
St. Thomas, and a special 
“God bless you” to our 
many dear friends who not 
only helped us so faithfully 
as we were preparing to 
come out here, but who are 
standing prayerfully be- 
hind us as we labor to- 
gether with God for pre- 
cious souls who are kept 
in darkness and bondage of 
sin. 

Many have been asking about our 
trip from Canada to St. Thomas, and 
perhaps this will answer part, if not 

1 of your questions. 
Osi: Summers and I had each felt 
the call of God upon our hearts to go 
to the mission field for a number of 
years, before we were married. When 
we had finished our Bible School 
training at the International Bible 
College in Saskatchewan, we felt led to 
make further preparation for the mis- 
sion field, as there were no doors open 
at that time for us to go to the land 
of our adoption. Having thus pur- 
posed, we made application to the 
Summer Institute of Linguistics, Car- 
onport, Sask. It was wonderful how 
God opened the way and supplied our 
needs, but space would not permit me 
to relate the details. 

As soon as school was out there, in 
the fall of 1948, Sister Summers and I 
were married. Still, there was no open- 
ing for us to go to the mission field, 

ly our applications were in for con- 
sideration of the Mission Board. We 
prayerfully awaited some positive 
word from them. Until such a call 
should come, we left our services at 
the disposal of Bro. J. Rafferty, our 
overseer, who appointed us a pastorate 
at a small church at Herbert, Sask. 
God did wonderfully bless us there. We 
praise Him for the souls that were 
saved and for the many He gave us 
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that were added to the church. 

It was in June, 1949, when Brother 
P. H. Walker, our esteemed Mission 
Board chairman, asked us to meet and 
arrange to go to the Virgin Islands. 

After this meeting we applied for 
our visa, which (no one can imagine 
who has not gone to the mission field) 
took us nearly five months of letter 
writing and necessitated personal 
visits to the American consulate in 
Regina. However, in November all was 
clear, and we made a final visit to a 
number of churches, bidding our 
friends a hasty farewell, and saying 
a final good-bye to our dear ones. 

We left Canada on Dec. 4, 1949, and 
spent a few days in the Dakotas with 
the pastor at Minot, Brother Bachman, 
and the brethren at the Northwest 
Bible School. We enjoyed some pre- 
cious fellowship in our brief stop there 
while we were awaiting final word as 
to our tickets and plane reservations. 

We boarded the train for Chicago 
from Lemmon, South Dakota, after 
having a service with Brother Mooney- 
ham and enjoyed the finest of hospi- 
tality at his home. The ride was some- 
what wearisome, but we had been 
traveling so much that we more or less 
just relaxed. Upon arrival in Chicago, 
on Friday morning at 9 a.m., we were 
very pleased to find Sister Alice Back- 
man awaiting us. The mutual fellow- 
ship which we enjoyed in the precious 


faith made the seven hours pass 
quickly. Leaving there in the late 
afternoon, we traveled all night, ar- 
riving in Chattanooga early Saturday 
morning. It was cloudy and drizzling, 
but what a contrast to the Dakotas, 
where just two days before we had 
shivered in below-zero weather. We 
took a bus to Cleveland, where our 
tickets and reservations for flight 
from Miami to the Virgin Islands were 
awaiting us. Time did not permit us to 
remain long in Cleveland, although we 
had the privilege of seeing Lee College 
and the Church of God Publishing 
House. Then we returned to Chatta- 
nooga, ready to board our train sched- 
uled for early the next morning, 
which would take us to Jacksonville, 
Florida. 

The coach was comparatively empty 
when we boarded and was a sight 
to behold. There was a mess of drunk- 
en revelry. We hadn’t gone far when, 
because of our sobriety, we became 
the center of attraction. A young phi- 
lospher started renouncing fundamen- 
tals and especially Pentecostal doc- 
trine, in no uncertain terms. We 
started as tactfully as possible defend- 
ing the faith, and in about an hour 
one lady across the aisle broke down 
under conviction, confessing her weak- 
ness and need of God; others sobered 
marvelously. It was like a hallowed 
service. 

We had to change trains in Jackson- 
ville Sunday night, and the dawning 
of Monday morning made balmy Flori- 
da a reality. The scenery was beauti- 
ful and a great contrast from that of 
cold Canada. 


Late in the afternoon we boarded the 
plane for San Juan, Puerto Rico. Be- 
ing our first flight, we were rather 
thrilled and a bit excited too. After 
five and one half hours, we were glad 
to set foot on solid ground. Here we 
spent the night and felt rather foreign, 
with most everyone speaking Spanish 
and we were unable to understand. 

Our flight to St. Thomas was short 
and only a matter of 40 minutes the 
next morning. At last, yes, at last we 
were here, and Brother and Sister Lit- 
ton were relieved to see us, after such 
a long delay. We were glad to find 
them improved in health. 

It was the 13theof December and the 
busy rush of tropical Christmas was 
upon us. God blessed at our Christmas 
service; two souls were saved. God had 
blessed our efforts. Space will not 
permit me to tell you all, but at a later

CONFUSION

Text: 1 Cor. 14:33, “For God is not 
the author of confusion, but of peace.” 

I should like to think for awhile 
of a confused mind. While the mind 
is troubled we are in the state of 
confusion; we are then subject to do, 
or say, things that are out of the will 
of God. Turning to Prov. 15:1, we 
read, “A soft answer turneth away 
wrath: but grievous words stir up 
anger.” Here we may get an idea of 
what happens when we are in a con- 
fused state of mind. Again, turning 
to Prov. 16:32, we read, “He that is 
slow to anger is better than the 
mighty; and he that ruleth his spirit 
than he that taketh a city.” James 
1:19 says, “Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, let every man be swift to 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath.” 
I believe these scriptures will always 
give assurance against “confusion.” 

God has power for those who wait

I wonder what would 
have happened to Jesus when He was 
awakened suddenly from His sound 
sleep in the stern of the little boat 
while crossing the Sea of Galilee, if 
He had become confused. Jesus was 
tired from so much work of kindness 
He had been doing. All at once He is 
awakened from His sleep (Mark 4:38), 
“Master, carest thou not that we 
perish?” Here was a man the devil 
couldn’t confuse. Get a glimpse of 
Jesus as He arose. He knew, perhaps, 
that one bit of confusion on His part 
would mean a complete failure of 
teaching His followers to trust and 
believe in Him. So what does He say? 
“Peace, be still.” Wait! Think! Watch 
and pray! Peace of mind here was 
what they needed most in the time 
of trouble. 

Oh, if the children of God would 
say, “Peace, be still” to the devil when 
he is trying to cause them to lose a 
spiritual battle! Here we must keep 
calm above everything else. We shall 
be overcomers if we will just wait pa- 
tiently on the Lord.

SUFFER WITH CHRIST

“If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us,” 2 Tim 2:12. 

As we look around us we see many 
things that cause us to wonder if we, 
as God’s chosen people, have really 
suffered greatly for His sake. In the 
early church His people not only 
endured persecution, imprisonment, 
scorn, hatred, and great poverty, but 
also suffered death for the cause of 
Christ. This they gladly endured, 
knowing that “if we suffer, we shall 
also reign with him.” 

Think of the followers of Christ and 
what they have suffered with Him. 
Peter was one who not only suffered 
many ways, but died on a cross head 
down. Paul suffered beatings, ship- 
wreck, imprisonments, but said he 
was glad he could have “fellowship 
with Christ’s sufferings.” Many of 
these sfollowers knew the real mean- 
ing of the word suffer! 

Let us notice some of the ways we 
may suffer for Christ. We find in 
Phil. 1:29, “For unto you it is given 
in the behalf of Christ, not only to 
believe on him, but also to suffer for 
his sake.” Then in 1 Peter 3:14, “But 
and if ye suffer for righteousness’ 
sake, happy are ye: and be not afraid 
of their terror, neither be troubled.” 
“For it is better, if the will of God 
be so, that ye suffer for well doing, 
than for evil doing,” 1 Peter 3:17. 
“But let none of you suffer as a mur- 
derer, or as a thief, or as an evil doer, 
or as a busybody in other men’s mat- 
ters. Yet if any man suffer as a Chris- 
tian, let him not be ashamed; but let 
him glorify God on this behalf,” 1 


Peter 4:15, 16. 

Oh, the joy of having a privilege 
to suffer even in a small way for the 
sake of Christ! Are we, His servants, 
better than our Master? Brothers and 
sisters, are you suffering any for 
Christ? Are you denying yourselves 
to help His cause? Are you like Peter 
was when the maid recognized him 
as one of Christ’s followers? Do you 
too deny Christ in many little ways? 
“But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that ye have suf- 
fered a while, make you perfect, stab- 
lish, strengthen, settle you,” 1 Peter 
5:10. 

Paul wrote in Rom 8:18, “For I 
reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us.” Let us brace our- 
selves, saints of God, for if Christ 
tarries very much longer, we are fac- 
ing a period of real suffering; but 
let us remember, “If we suffer, we 
shall also reign with him.”

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Sanctification Subsequent to the New Birth 


By Evangelist W. L. Myers, Box 165, 
Rockmart, Ga. 


Sin is twofold in its nature; there- 
fore, Jesus is a twofold Saviour. “For 
God so loved the world (i.e., sinners), 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life,” John 3:16. “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for it; 
that he might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of water by the 
word,” Eph. 5:25, 26. 


SIN IS INHERITED 

It is shown in Psalm 51:5 that car- 
nality is inherited—“Behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me.” Carnality can- 
not be forgiven, because it is not sin 
committed: therefore it must be cru- 
cified. It is shown in Rom. 6:6 “that 
our old man is crucified with him, 
that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed.” Note that at no place does 
the Bible speak of carnality being for- 
given. No scripture teaches that car- 
nality is destroyed in the new birth. 
It is shown in 1 Cor. 3: 1-3 that new- 
born Christians are not free from 
carnality. 

Does the Bible teach one standard 
for the Corinthians and another for 
us? It is plainly shown in 1 Cor. 1:1-7 
that there was a sanctified element 
in the Corinthian church, and to this 
element Paul addressed his letter. It 
is shown in verse 12 that there were 
four factions in the church at 
Corinth. There were some among 
them that said, “I am of Paul; and I 
of Apollos; and I of Cephas”; but the 
sanctified element said, “And I of 
Christ.” One cannot lump the sum 
and put all four factions in the same 
category. Compare the sanctified ele- 
ment with the unsanctified element. 
Read 1 Cor. 1:1-7; 3:1-5. It is shown 
in chap. 1:2 that they were “sanctified 
in Christ Jesus, called to be saints.” 
It is shown in verse 3 that they had 
the approval of God: “Grace be unto 
you, and peace, from God our Father, 
and from the Lord Jesus Christ.” In 
verse 4, Paul said, “I thank my God 
always on your behalf, for the 
grace of God which is given you by 
Jesus Christ.” The richness of their 
sanctifying grace is shown in verse 
5, “That in every thing ye are en- 
riched by him, in all utterance, and in

all knowledge.” It is shown in verse 
6 that they had a testimony that 
pleased God, “even as the testimony 
of Christ was confirmed in you.” 
Verse 7 shows that they came “be- 
hind in no gift; waiting for the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ.” They 
even had the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
and were waiting for Jesus to return. 
In verse 8 it is shown that they were 
fortified, sustained, and sanctioned. 
Having received the right of confir- 
mation, they were established in 
sanctifying grace. It is shown in verse 
9 that they were in full “fellowship 
of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
They were not carnal. They had no 
carnal disposition. All that Paul said 
about them was good. It is shown in 
verse 10 that Paul exhorted them to 
“speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that 
ye be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judg- 
ment.” No trace of carnality was to be 
found in the sanctified element at 
Corinth. But you say, “It is shown in 
verse 11 that there were contentions 
among them.” It has been shown that 
the sanctified element did not have 
contentions among themselves. It was 
the unsanctified element that was 
giving the church trouble. They were 
among them who were sanctified. The 
world lumps the sum, and puts the 
sanctified in the same class with the 
unsanctified. Even preachers of today 
teach that all Corinthians were carnal 
and perverse; but it is obvious that 
the majority of them were sanc- 
tified and filled with the Holy Ghost. 
THE CARNAL NATURE 

Was the carnal element converted? 
What saith the Word of God about 
it? In chap. 3:1, Paul called them 
brethren and babes in Christ. It is 
shown in verse 5 that they were be- 
lievers; and it is also shown that 
they were converted under the minis- 
try of Paul and Apollos. It is shown 
in verse 6 that they were numbered 
with the increase. In verse 9 Paul 
said, “Ye are God’s husbandry, ye are 
God’s building.” 

It certainly did take the sanctify- 
ing grace to bring these Christian 
babes out of the carnal condition 
they were in. If there had not been a 
deeper experience and a cleansing 
from carnality, Paul never would have 
remonstrated them. If there were no 
better experience for them, why did 


Paul blame them for their weakness? 
Man is not to blame for his carnality, 
but he is responsible to get rid of it. 
These babes in Christ needed that 
sanctifying grace which makes Chris- 
tians one (John 17:21). We see per- 
fect unity among the sanctified ele- 
ment, but emulations, quarrels, and 
factions among the unsanctified ele- 
ment; and so it is today. The further 
we get from the experience of sanc- 
tification as a glorious work of grace, 
the greater will be the uproar. Sanc- 
tifying grace makes people peaceable 

These babes in Christ did not know 
much, but they did know the Lord in 
the forgiveness of sins. But Paul ex- 
pounded unto them the way of God 
more perfectly (Acts 18:26). He 
Showed unto them a more excellent 
way (1 Cor. 12:31). Paul did not praise 
their childish whims, but he hurried 
them on to Christian manhood. In 
fact, Paul exhorted all his converts 
to go on to Christian perfection. 

“Note the special token of carnality 
—They are children with their favor- 
ites, over whom they boast and 
wrangle and quarrel. No sign of man- 
hood in Christ, to be so devoted to 
one man, or one type of minister, as 
to appreciate and be helped by no 
other.” 

Would they have gone to heave 
had they died in this state? It i 
shown in chap. 3:12-15 that they 
would have gone to heaven through 
the same channel that infants go. 
Their building material was wood, 
hay, and stubble; the building ma- 
terial of the sanctified element was 
gold, silver, and precious stones—un- 
inflammable material. There is pro- 
vision in the atonement for infants 
in the flesh and babes in Christ. 
“But those babes in Christ had 
envy, strife, and divisions among 
themselves.” Indeed, but not in a 
diabolical sense. Envy is an ab- 
Stract term and is milder than 
covet. A man may be discontented 
at another’s possessing what he would 
like for himself. To covet is to long 
inordinately to have what belongs to 
another. Also, strife may be used i 
a milder sense than quarrel or figh 
These babes had a degree of strife that 
the sanctified element did not have. 

Divisions—these babes in Christ 
had discord among themselves. It is 
shown in John 17:21 that Jesus prayed 
“that they all may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me, and I in thee, that 
they also may be one in us: that the

world may believe that thou hast 
sent me.” One may say, “I got saved 
from carnality in the new birth.” If 
you did, you beat what. the Corinthi- 
ans did. And may I ask, did God have 
one standard for them and another for 
us? And why did Paul so clearly 
distinguish the two elements? If, we 
the ministers of the Gospel, would 
draw the line just as Paul did, in 
preaching sanctification, we would 
have less trouble in our churches. 

It is illustrated in Rom. 7:14-25 that 
the babes in Christ do have two na- 
tures: the spiritual and the carnal. 
Isaac and Ishmael in great conflict in 
the same house; the free woman and 
the bond woman at variance with each 
other. “O wretched man that I am! 
Who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death? I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Then in Gal. 
5:4 we read, “They that are Christ’s 
(only Christians) have crucified the 
flesh,” and in Rom. 6:6, 7, “Our old 
man is crucified with him (Christ), 
that the body of sin (carnality) might 
be destroyed. ... For he that is dead 
is freed from sin.” Freed from the 
body of sin—freed from carnality. 

Then, it is shown in Eph. 5:25, 26 
that “Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it; that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word.” 
Jesus gave Himself for the church 
that He might cleanse it from car- 
nality. Malachi said, “And he shall sit 
as a refiner and purifier of silver: 
and he shall purify the sons of Levi, 
and shall purge them as gold and 
silver, that they may offer unto the 
Lord an offering in righteousness.”
